Dr. Munhall's Home-Going 


After a lifetime of ninety years and 
a faithful ministry that was rich and fruit- 
ful, a grand old man of Methodism and 
of the Church Universal has been taken 
to his heavenly Home. Dr. Leander Whit- 
comb Munhall died January 7 at his home 
in Philadelphia. He was known and loved 
throughout the Christian world. He served 
as First Lieutenant and Adjutant of an 
Indiana regiment during the Civil War, and 
he served without discharge under the 
Captain of his salvation up to the time of 
his last illness, only a few weeks ago, in 
the greater war between Christ and Satan. 
The present Editor of the Times well -re- 
members, as an under-graduate in the early 
nineties at Yale, a remarkable address 
given by Dr, Munhall in a theater in New 
Haven; it made a profound impression 
upon this student-listener, for it was dif- 
ferent from any sermon or Bible teaching

he had ever before heard and it brought 
him great blessing.

Better Than Living or Dying 


This present life has so many adven- 
tures and joys and bright experiences that 
people sometimes think, “I wish I could 
go on living here forever.” And it has 
so many distressing experiences of sorrow 
and suffering that some exclaim, “I wish 
Even Christian people know 
what it is to have both of these impulsive 
longings, at different times. To live here 
on earth “in Christ” is a wonderful priv- 
ilege. Paul put both sides when he said 
by inspiration, “To me to live is Christ, 
and to die is gain” (Phil. 1:21). Buta 
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moment later he said he had “a, desire to 
depart, and to be with Christ; which is 
far better.” It has been noted that the 
Greek verb analuo, translated here “de- 
part,” occurs in only one other passage in 
the New Testament. In Luke 12: 36 the 
Lord Jesus tells of his second coming, and 
urges that “ye yourselves [be] like unto 
men that wait for their Lord, when he 
will return from the wedding; that when 
he cometh and knocketh, they may open 
unto him immediately.” The Greel. verb 
analuo is here translated “return.” The 
verb has the various meanings “to un- 
loose, undo again (as, woven threads), 
loose up (an anchor), depart, return.” As 
it is used by the Holy Spirit only in these 
two passages in the New Testament, some 
believe that Paul’s “desire to depart” meant, 
not that he wanted to die, but rather that 
he longed to be caught up to meet the Lord 
in the air, translated in the rapture of the 
Church without ever tasting of death; that 
is, “having the desire for the return, and 
to be with Christ, which is far better.” 
To be with Christ in that way is indeed 
“far better” than either going to him by 
death or living on here in this “body of 
humiliation.” And there are many Scrip 
tural signs that the Lord is coming soon. 
“Wherefore comfort one another with these 
words.”

like ages—had wearily rolled by 

since Israel had come to the crisis 
of Kadesh-barnea. There they had colos- 
sally failed God. The sin of unbelief 
begat the sin of disobedience, and the sin 
of disobedience bred death on a _ whole- 
sale scale. For nearly forty years there 
had been an average of one hundred 
funerals a day. 

Unbelief always leaves in its wake cow- 
ardice, complaint, disobedience, and death.

An entire generation had 
fallen in the wilderness because of their 
refusal to believe God and render obedience 
to the divine command (Heb. 3: 17-19).

decree. Under his leadership they had 
come to another crisis in their long pil- 
grimage. They were facing an unknown 
land. What awaited them there was veiled 
in mystery to a very large degree. As they 
tarried on the banks of the river Jordan, 
Joshua, the new commander, gave some 
very explicit instructions concerning the 
manner of entrance into this unknown land, 
Among other things he said: “Ye have 
not passed this way heretofore. . . ..Sanc- 
tify yourselves: for to mofrow the Lord 
will do wonders among you” (Josh. 3: 4, 
5). 

These words are filled with significance 
as we think of the days before us in the 
year that is yet new. All is shrouded in 
mystery. We know not what the year 
holds in store, even as the people of Israel 
knew not what awaited them within the 
borders of the new land. 

Joshua was a man of faith, He walked 
by faith, not by sight. He knew very 
little more about the land they were now 
to enter than did his people. He had made 
one scouting trip into it, and had discov- 
ered two great facts; namely, that the land 
was one of rich resources and possibilities, 
and also one possessing some very formid- 


es 
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able foes that would have to be dislodged 
from their position and driven out. Be- 
yond these two general facts little else was 
known to him. é 

But Joshua’s knowledge was not limited 
to the vision of sight. He walked by faith, 
and faith’s vision discovered things that 
sight never saw or dreamed of. Hence, 
while Joshua was compelled to say, “Ye 
have not passed this way heretofore,” he 
dared to .dd, “To morrow the Lord will 
do wonders among you.” “Faith is the 
substance of things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen” (Heb. 11:1), and 
Joshua had the substance of glorious vic- 
tories hidden deep down within his trust- 
ing soul. He possessed the evidence of 
triumphant conquests in his believing heart. 

So with steady tread and fixed purpose 
he led the children of Israel into the vast 
regions of the promised land hitherto un- 
explored by any of them. While Joshua 
did not know what experience of conflict 
and suffering lay before them in the new 
land, he knew the God who had been the 
dwelling place of His people in all gener- 
ations. He knew the God who had said, 
“Fear thou not; for I am with thee” (Isa. 
41:10). He knew the God of promise 
who had said, “Every place that the sole 
of your foot shall tread upon, that have 
I given unto you” (Josh. 1:3). 

With an unshakable confidence born of 
faith in his almighty God he made the 
bold statement, “To morrow the Lord will 
do wonders among you.” Have we real- 
ized that the same God longs to do won- 
ders for us? God is the God of wonders, 
The Psalmist said, “Thou art the God that 
doest wonders” (Psa. 77:14). Moses, in 
his song of praise after the Red Sea vic- 
tory, sang, “Who is like unto thee, O Lord, 
among the gods? who is like thee, glori- 
eus in holiness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders?” (Exod. 15:11.) And Job, in 
a lofty discourse on the greatness of God, 
exclaimed, God “doeth . . . wonders with- 
out number” (Job 9: 10). 

Joshua’s message comes to us_ with 
strange significance in these days of un- 
eertainty and perplexity. “Ye have not 
passed this way heretofore.” You cannot 
determine the experiences of the future 
by those of the past. Humanly speaking, 
the outlook is anything but bright. A world 
that is shipwrecked is grasping, like a 
drowning man at a straw, at any frail 
thing that is offered. Men and nations 
that know not the God of wonders hail 
with frantic anxiety and feverish haste the 
faintest glimmer of what seems to be a 
ray of hope in the darkness of the present 
chaos. 

Will you, who read this, ponder the 
message of Joshua, “To morrow the Lord 
will do wonders among you’? Has the 
past brought suffering, trial, heartache, dis- 
appointment, privation? Have there heen 
financial reverses? Have there been days 
of great danger? Hours of distress? 
Have you spent sleepless nights because 
of threatening cifcumstances? And do the 
days still look no brighter?. Are they 
everhung with ugly clouds that portend a 
flood of adversity? 

Then hear Joshua’s reassuring word, “To 
morrow God will do wonders among you.” 
Lift your eyes from the threatening cir- 
cumstances that surround you; look up 
and fix your gaze upon the God of won- 
ders. Whatever may be your particular 
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need, whatever your distressing circum- 
stance, whatever the cause of your heart- 
ache or suffering, the Lord is longing to 
do wonders for you. 

Are you hemmed in by circumstances 
that make life almost unbearable? God 
wants to work the wonder of adjustment, 
so that you no longer chafe and fret be- 
cause of them. The wonder of such ad- 
justment far exceeds that of the removal 
or altering of the circumstances. Then, 
when the miracle of adjustment has been 
wrought and the lesson learned, God will 
work the wonder of deliverance. 

Are you suffering in the furnace of 
physical affliction? God wants to work 
the wonder of the revelation of one “like 
the Son of God” (Dan. 3:25), so that, 
because of your fellowship with him in the 
furnace, the suffering shall fade into in- 
significance. The wonder of his fellowship 
is greater than that of deliverance. But, 
as in the case of the three Hebrew chil- 
dren, the deliverance will ultimately fol- 
low. It may come through the release of 
the spirit. from the pain-racked body, or 
by the healing touch of the God of won- 
ders. 

Are you suffering distress of mind 
through fear of what seems to be the in- 
evitable in business, in the home, or in 
your particular vocation? God wants to 
work the wonder of tranquillity of mind 
in the face of every alarming danger. One 
of the divine wonders is summed up in 
the words, “Thou wilt keep him in perfect 
peace, whose mind is stayed on thee: be- 
cause he trusteth in thee” (Isa. 26:3). 
That tormenting enemy, fear, is making 
many a Christian life miserably unhappy, 
when all the time the God of wonders is 
waiting to work the miracle of peace, tran- 
quillity of mind, quiet confidence in him. 

But there is another very important truth 
contained in Joshua’s message. He pref- 
aces this word of victory by the simple 
but essential condition: “Sanctify your- 
selves: for to morrow the Lord will do 
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wonders among you.” God’s tomorrow of 
wonders had to be preceded by Israel’s 
today of preparation. God waited to work 
until his people were ready. 

The words of Joshua called the people 
to diligent self-examination, to thorough 
contrition for past unfaithfulness, to put- 
ting away all that was alien to the life 
and will of God, and to a full surrender 
of themselves to God for the fulfillment 
of his own purpose in their lives. The 
wonders of tomorrow depended upon the 
preparation of today. 

We want God to work his wonders, but 
are we willing to make the necessary prep- 
aration? Have we sanctified ourselves? 
Sanctification means not only the setting 
of ourselves apart for God, but it also in- 
cludes the thought of cleansing, putting 
away the unclean. It is true that Christ 
is our sanctification, He is our holiness, 
our fitness for fellowship with God and 
service for him. But it also includes the 
putting away of all known sin, being will- 
ing to have our lives cleansed of all that 
is foreign to the will of God (2 Cor. 
ie We 

We want God to work the wonder of 
victory, or deliverance, or the supply of 
temporal need. But are we clean so that 
God can entrust us with his power and 
provisions? Are we humble enough to 
bear a great victory, séme notable suc- 
cess? Have we set aside our lives, our 
homes, our business, our ambitions to be 
used in the will of God and for his glory 
alone? If we have not, how can we expect 
God to display the wonders of his power 
in our behalf? —for God says, “My glory 
will I not give to another” (Isa. 42:8). 

Let us prepare ourselves today, and to- 
morrow God will do wonders for us. Our 
Jordans will cleave, our Jerichos will fall, 
and the promised land will yield for us its 
oil and wine and plenty. “Ye have not 
passed this way heretofore. . . . Sanctify 
yourselves: for to morrow the Lord will 
do wonders among you.” 
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Does the Bible Ever 
Use Hyperbole ? 


I thank God for your truly wonderful 
paper, and rejoice in its testimony for truth. 
I find in it very little with which I find 
myself at disagreement. But I do wish you 
would ask Mr. McQuilkin if he really means 
that some statements in the Word of God 
are hyperboles. 


A young man who teaches in our Sun- 
day-sckool came to me a few weeks ago, 
saying that the Times taught that Jesus’ 
statement about the camel going through 
the eye of a needle was a hyperbole. I 
told him I did not believe there were any 
hyperboles (even when taken in the rhe- 
torical sense, as a figure of speech) in the 
Bible. I may be mistaken about this; if 
so, I wish Mr. McQuilkin, or you, would 
set me ritht, and quote other passages of 
serene in which such a figure of speech 
is used. 


Somehow or other I cannot reconcile a 
verbally inspired Bible with the free, or even 
occasional, use of hyperbole. For, who will 
determine for us when a statement is hyper- 
bolic? Is it not probable that that which 
Mr. McQuilkin called a hyperbole is a lit- 
eral fact, namely, that it is just as easy 
for a camel to go through the eye of a 


needle as for a rich man who is trusting 
his riches (see context) to enter the King- 
dom of Heaven? In other words, both are 
utterly out of the question. 

Of course, we recognize the fact that 
when the Word of God is speaking in 
symbolic language it is not to be taken 
literally —as many passages in the Reve- 
lation. But I have always been of the 
opinion that the figures of the Bible do not 
overdraw the truth, by the use of exag- 
geration, but rather fall short (because 
they are but shadows) of expressing all 
that the actual reality expresses. For ex- 
ample, it is impossible for a picture of a 
flame to as vivid as the flame itself. 
No artist in the world can_make a picture 
of fire as real as fire is. Of course, God’s 
symbols and types and statements are all 
perfect. What I am getting at is this: 
I don’t think God ever made use of ex- 
aggeration—A Denver reader. 


Exaggeration, as the word is ordinarily 
used, goes beyond the truth with intention 
to deceive, while hyperbole is a figure of 
speech in which exaggeration occurs, the 
exaggeration being so evident that no one 
is deceived. Thus hyperbole is a figure of 
speech, and is defined as such by the dic-

How | Came to Believe in Our Lord's Return 
By James M. Gray, D.D. mccay*sitic'instinte 
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Sunpay ScHoot ‘Trmes that I tell how 

I came ‘to believe in our Lord’s return, 
I go back to the fall of 1878 when a great 
prophetic conference was held in New 
York, the first of its kind in America, so 
far as I know. 

The place of meeting was the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Holy Trinity, 
the Rev. Stephen H. Tyng, Jr., D.D., Rec- 
tor, located, if I remember correctly, at 
Forty-second Street and Madison Avenue. 
‘Three meetings a day were held with 
crowded audiences, and, as further indicat- 
ing the interest of the public in the pro- 
ceedings, the New York Tribune published 
the addresses in full. Subsequently the 
addresses were gathered in a volume, en- 
titled “Premillennial Essays,” published by 
Revell, but now long out of print. 

These addresses I read and reread, com- 
paring them with the Holy Scriptures, and 
talking and praying over their contents 
with my elders and preceptors until I be- 
came convinced of the truth they presented. 
This conviction has strengthened with the 
years and with my continued study and 
teaching of the Word of God, and it greatly 
comforts my heart and brightens my hope 
in these latter days. 

As a matter of history as well as testi- 
mony, it may interest and strengthen the 
faith of readers of THE Sunday ScHOOL 
Times if I am indulged in speaking further 
of that eventful conference — eventful, be- 
cause almost all the teachers of premil- 
lennialism since its day have drawn upon 
the reservoir of truth it so generously 
stored up. 

To begin with, the call to the conference 
had appended to it no less than 114 names, 
including bishops and other ministers, edi- 
tors, college and seminary profes$ors, and 
laymen active in church affairs both in the 
United States and the Dominion of Can- 
ada. I give a few names alphabetically 
arranged:

Nor is this all that can and should be 
said. Dr. Nathaniel West, author of that 
unique work, “The Thousand Years in 
Both Testaments,” was the editor of the 
book I have named, “Premillennial Es- 
says,” and not content with thus publish- 
ing the conference addresses he added a 
“Critical Appendix.” This appendix, cov- 
ering some fifty pages in small type, con- 
tained excerpts from more than thirty of 
the outstanding theologians and Bible com- 
mentators of the century, in confirmation 
of the doctrine of the premillennial advent 
and a literal first resurrection. Dr. West, 
himself a scholar of no mean repute, turned 
the originals into English where no trans- 
lations existed, and challenged objectors. to 
the doctrines there enunciated as follows: 


If any intelligent scholarship, more 
competent in learning or piety to pro- 
nounce upon a theme so great, resides 
anywhere in Christendom, I am uncon- 
scious of its locality.

I examined these excerpts, not because 
I doubted the word of Dr. West, but be- 
cause of my own need of the assurance and 
help they might afford, in which I was not 
disappointed. 

I conclude with a quotation from Dr. 
James H. Brookes, in his paper read before 
the conference entitled, “The Coming of 
the Lord in its Relation to Christian Doc- 
trine.” Speaking of the important con- 
nections in which that great event is pre- 
sented in the Old and New Testaments, 
he said: 


Only a glance is needed to convince the 
attentive reader that no other truth what- 
ever is so largely and so variously used 
to strengthen the faith and quicken the 
interest of God’s true children in all 
that he has been pleased to make known 
to them of doctrine and of duty. It may 
also be said to form the basis of every 
argument to give direction to every ap- 
peal, to fill out every exhortation, to 
terminate every warning; so that it is 
to other truth as a foundation to the 
building, as a feather to the arrow, as 
ripened fruit to the bud and blossom, 
as eternity to time. 


The foregoing explains how I came to 
believe in our Lord’s return, and why I 
continued so to believe, my teacher being, 
as I believe, the Holy Spirit of God.

Does the Bible Ever 
Use Hyperbole ?

tionary. Mere exaggeration, on the other 
hand, is not a figure of speech but a falsify- 
ing of the facts. Keeping this distinction 
in mind, we know that the Bible never 
uses exaggeration, but often uses hyperbole. 

Here, for example, is one of the inspired 
hyperboles of the Bible: “Rivers of waters 
run down mine eyes, because they keep not 
thy law” (Psa. 119: 136). The Psalmist 
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plainly means that he is overwhelmed with 
grief, and no one could suppose that his 
statement is to be understood literally. 

Again, the inspired record tells us of 
Israel’s enemies, the Midianites and Ama- 
lekites and their allies, that “their camels 
were without number, as the sand by the 
sea side for multitude” (Judg. 7:12). As 
a matter of fact their camels were not 
without number nor were they as many as 
the grains of sand by the seaside. The in- 
spired hyperbole is an obvious figure of 
speech, giving a vivid impression of great 
numbers, and deceives no one. 

While our Lord’s statement that “it is 
easier for a camel to go through the eye of 
a needle, than for a rich man to enter into 
the kingdom: of God” (Mark 10:25), has 
been explained by some commentators as 
referring to a small door set in a gate of 
Jerusalem, Mr. McQuilkin expressed his 
view that this passage does not have this 
meaning, but is “a hyperbole to express 
impossibility.” That Mr. McQuilkin has 
Scriptural ground for his opinion is seen 
from our Lord’s other statement concern- 
ing a camel, which cannot possibly be un- 
derstood except as a hyperbole: “Ye blind 
guides, which strain at a gnat, and swallow 
a camel” (Matt. 23: 24). 

The Bible, as the Denver reader notes, 
also uses many figures of speech which 
are not hyperboles to set forth or illustrate 
the truth. Indeed, it may truly be said the 
Bible is the most figurative Book in the 
world, because figurative language is beau- 
tiful and forceful, and the Bible is the 
most beautiful and forceful Book in the 
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world. Even more important than this, 
figurative language is necessary to make 
spiritual truth clear concerning unseen 
things. One of these precious and beau- 
tiful figures is our Lord’s statement to his 
disciples and all believers: “I am the vine, 
ye are the branches” (John 15:5). 

The Denver reader is right in noting 
that it is sometimes difficult to tell whether 
a Bible expression should be taken figura- 
tively or literally. This makes it necessary 
for us to study carefully the Bible’s use of 
figures of speech. The Companion Bible 
lists over 200 different kinds of figures, 
and there are thousands of figurative ex- 
pressions in the Scriptures. The Sermon 
on the Mount is full of these. Some of 
them are very clear, like cutting off the 
hand and plucking out the eye. Concern- 
ing others commentators differ, as when 
our Lord says, “Swear not at all,” and 
“Turn the other cheek.” In such cases we 
must patiently apply various principles to 
discover whether the language is figurative. 
The fact that our Lord himself, and Paul, 
did not turn the other cheek, would be an 
argument against taking these literally. 
So an understanding of figurative language 
gained through a thorough study of the 
Scriptural use of such language is an essen- 
tial in careful and correct interpretation. 

Finally, we need to remember, as this 
reader has suggested, that figurative does 
not mean unreal. The water of life is cer- 
tainly infinitely greater than literal water. 
And the fire of torment is far more terrible 
than earthly fire: the spiritual truth is 
greater than the figure, not less. 














Hard Sayings in the Sermon on the Mount 


Explanations that will help to answer questions on the current Sunday-school lessons 


By W. W. Rugh sivie msttuie of Pennsylvania 
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Christ as the Son of David, the Son 

of Abraham. As Son of David he is 
heir to the throne of David. As Son of 
Abraham, he came to offer himself in sac- 
rifice, and to receive the “blessing of Abra- 
ham” for himself and Abraham’s seed.2 
Abraham was promised two kinds of 
“seed”: “as the stars of the heaven,” the 
Church, a heavenly people 3; and “as the 
sand which is upon the sea shore,” Israel 
the earthly nation. 

In the counsels of God, according tc 
his word, the seed of Abraham are the 
people whom God has blessed and whom 
he will make a blessing, in the heavenlies, 
and on earth.5 

Made one with Christ, as his seed, both 
heavenly and earthly believers are kings 
and priests.8 

After Jesus had been heralded, baptized, 
anointed, and tested, as the promised King 
of Israel, he began to proclaim the King- 
dom of Heaven as at hand, and to choose 
his companions, co-laborers, and co-rulers 
(Matt. 3 and 4). Then in Matthew 5, 6, 
7, he revealed to his chosen ones the laws 
of his Kingdom to be written in the 
hearts of all the saved, the people of his 
Kingdom.? 

These laws were first written

heart of Christ himself, for he came to 
fulfill the law and the prophets.8 
Written in his heart, these laws reveal 
what was his heart-life, manifest by what 
he said and did. God’s blessings upon Israel 
were always commensurate with the char- 
acter of the King in power (compare 
Hezekiah and Manasseh, 2 Kings 18: 1-8; 
21: 1-16). What marvelous blessing is and 
will be enjoyed by all in whose hearts 
Christ rules according to these laws! 
Matthew 5: 3-9 describes the character 
of Christ the King, who for our sakes be- 
came “poor” (2 Cor. 8:9), whose heart 
was broken for our sins %, and he is the 
“meek” One who shall “inherit the 
earth.”2® Though he is filled with right- 
eousness, yet he is “merciful,” and being 
“pure in heart” he is the “peacemaker.” 12 
As the One who was persecuted and 
reviled, falsely, he is now rejoicing at the 
right hand of the throne of God, and he 
is the “salt of the earth” and “light of 
the world,” therefore God is glorified in 
him.12 
All these laws which Jesus, as the King, 
taught his disciples (Matt. 5:18 and 7: 
29), and obeyed or fulfilled in his own life, 
will also find fulfillment in the remnant of 
Israel who will look upon him “whom they 
have pierced,” and will be born-again in 
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a day, as a nation.1% They will be “poor 
in spirit,” not resisting the evil persecution 
of the Antichrist and his followers, and 
will be comforted when Christ makes the 
new covenant with them.14 They will be 
the “meek” to inherit the earth, for they 
will be the believing remnant of Israel, and 
thus the seed of Abraham as the sand by 
the sea shore.45 They will be the nation 
then who will not learn war, and they will 
never be destroyed.16 

As members of the Church, the body 
of Christ, we are not blessed because we 
are “poor in spirit,” “mourn,” or are “meek” 
(though we should have these qualities), 
but because of. the finished work of Christ 
in his death and resurrection (Eph. 1: 3- 
14; 2:5, 6). Since we have been blessed 
in Christ in the heavenlies, we set our af- 
fections on the things of Christ, and the 
things above, not on the things on earth 
(Col. 3:1, 2). Therefore we will not fight 
for our “rights,” but trust our Lord to 
protect us and supply every need.17 

“Whosoever shall smite thee on thy right 
cheek, turn to him the other also” (Matt. 
5:30, 40). These verses explain some- 
thing of the meaning of the non-resistance 
of evil. Our Lord before his “shearers” 
was “dumb.”18 If our hearts are con- 
strained by the love of Christ to lay down 
our lives to win others to Christ, the un- 
kind treatment we may receive will not 
hurt, because we are hidden in him.19 

“Be ye therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is perfect” 
(Matt. 5: 48). 

Perfection here has direct reference to 
loving our enemies, and those who de- 
spitefully use us. As Dr. Scofield says: 
“The word implies full development, 
growth into maturity of godliness, not sin- 
less perfection. See Ephesians 4:12, 13. 
In this passage the Father’s kindness, not 
his sinlessness, is the point in question.” 

Filled with the love of him who loved 
us while we were sinners and enemies, we 
cannot help but pray for our enemies and 
all mentioned in Matthew 5:44. There 
is nothing in these laws which can be ful- 
filled by a carnal Christian or an unsaved 
person. They are the natural cogduct of 
a believer living a yielded life in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, the Spirit of our risen, 
glorified Lord. 

“Forgive us our debts, as we forgive 
our debtors.” “But if ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will your Father 
forgive your trespasses” (Matt. 6: 12, 15). 
This prayer which our Lord taught his 
disciples was in perfect harmony with the 
purpose of his coming to Israel, which was 
to bring to them the Kingdom of Heaven, 
a kingdom in which he as their King would 
rule in righteousness and love through his 
co-rulers. Prayers for the establishment 
of such a kingdom would avail nothing un- 
less coming from a forgiven and forgiving 
heart in fellowship with the Father.2¢ 

“Give not that which is holy unto the 
dogs, neither cast ye your pearls before 
swine, lest they trample them under their 
feet, and turn again and rend you” (Matt. 
73 6). 

There are certain classes of people to 
whom we cannot tell the precious things 
of Christ which we have learned by living 
in the secret place.22 Many who profess 
the name of Christ do not understand the 
deep, sweet experiences of a life of fel- 
lowship with our heavenly Father (Psa. 
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25:14). This does not refer to. preaching 
the Gospel, which is to be proclaimed to 
all men.22

Really Studying the Bible in Sunday School 
By Willard M. Aldrich 
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Sunpay ScHoot TIMEs, a feeling 

of dissatisfaction with much Sunday- 
school literatu-c, and a desire for studies 
centered in the Bible itself instead of les- 
sons made of literature about the Bible, 
were recently demonstrated by an amazing, 
world-wide response to an article in a 
September issue of the Trmes describing 
“Through the Bible Study,” compiled by 
Harlin J. Roper, pastor of the Scofield 
Memorial Church of Dallas, Texas. 

Between September 2 and November 15 
some 1,380 letters were received by the 
Dallas church from interested persons in 
forty-seven states and twenty-one foreign 
countries, resulting in the distribution of 
11,086 copies of the Bible study. The let- 
ters were written by 139 pastors, 129 Sun- 
day-school superintendents, 295 Sunday- 
school teachers, and 487 unclassified lay- 
men. 

Expressions of appreciation from pastors 
or Sunday-school teachers who have seen 
their work grow because of the use of these 
new Sunday-school lessons are as glowing 
in praise as the figures themselves are. 
A New York reader of the Trmes writes, 
“Praise God for this course which uses 
the Bible as the textbook.” Another 
reader, in Pennsylvania, says: “My young 
ladies are more than delighted with the 
lessons. They are really studying and 
searching, and sometimes their answers 
are amazing. They said they like them 
more than any lessons they have previously 
had.” C. A. Whaley, Director of Christian 
Education in the First Baptist Church of 
Pontiac, Mich., where the pastor, Dr. H. 
H. Savage, holds forth a faithful testimony, 
writes pointedly, “I find they are going 
to meet a real need for us.” 

The response to the T1MEs article shows 
that there are many lovers of the Book 
in foreign countries. Letters bearing for- 
eign stamps came from Africa, Belgium, 
Central America, China, Cuba, Curacao 
Island, England, India, Japan, Korea, Lith- 
uania, Mexico, Netherlands, Scotland, 
South America, Spain, Sweden, and Can- 
ada. Foreign possessions of the United 
States were represented by the Philippine 
Islands and Canal Zone. These countries 
were supplied with 1,058 quarterlies.

interest in his question-and-reference: 
method of Bible study was in localities 
where Bible conference work is extensive. 
New York, California, and Minnesota 
were the leading states. 

The plan of the course is given here for 
those who did not read of it in the Times 
of September 2:

First, the questions are directed in such 
a pointed and simple way toward the cen- 
tral doctrinal and practical truths of the 
passages under study that the student read- 
ily discovers for himself a well-rounded 
Scripture lesson. 

Second, the Holy Spirit, who was prom- 
ised as the One who would lead into all 
truth, honors this method of study, which 
centers in his inspired Word, and gives 
spiritual understanding to those who seek 
it. 

At present the course is complete through 
the Gospel of John, and by December, 1935, 
the course in its entirety will be ready 
for general distribution. Each booklet 
covers the studies for one quarter, and is 
priced at 15 cents the copy, with generous 
reductions for larger quantities.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin

Approach to the Lesson 


66 HE Golden Rule is my religion.” 
| “The Sermon on the Mount is my 
doctrine.” “The fruit of a decent 
moral life proves that a man is all right 
with God.” “We are not to judge others; 
they think they are doing right even if 
they differ from us.” “We are all trying 
to get to the same place, and God will 
have mercy and take us to Heaven though 
we travel by different roads.” These are 
some of the sayings of men who are on 
the broad road to destruction, who deny 
man’s lost condition and Christ’s atonement. 
They need to be warned, and timely indeed 
are the terrific warnings of the closing 
chapter of the Sermon on the Mount. 


The Historical Setting 

The Sermon was delivered probably in 
the late spring of A. D. 28, about six 
months after the beginning of the Galilean 
ministry. 
Verse by Verse 

Matthew 7: 12—Therefore . what- 
soever ye would that men should do to you. 
Speaking, of course, of the right things, 
gracious and kind things, that we would 
wish men to do. Do ye even so to them. 
It does not say to do the same things to 
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them, for this might not always be best, 
but to deal with them in like manner. The 
similar sayings of heathen writers and 
the rabbis are nearly all negative, as that 
of Confucius: “Do not unto others that 
which you would not they should do unto 
you.” None had the depth of meaning that 
our Lord’s statement had, and none sum- 
med up such teaching. For this is the law 
and the prophets (Rom. 13:9, 10; Matt. 
22: 37-40). 

Verses 13 and 14.—Enter ye in at the 
strait gate. The “Golden Rule,” and all 
that the Sermon has set forth, is a high 
standard of righteousness; now comes the 
appeal to choose the narrow gate (‘“strait” 
is not “straight,” as often quoted), pic- 
tured as opening into the way that is also 
narrow or straitened, and leading to the 
goal of eternal life. It must be diligently 
sought and found (though not entered by 
energy of the flesh), and so there are few 
that choose it; while the many take the 
wide gate, opening to a broad way with 
no strict requirements of duty, but a living 
for the pleasures of sin. This figure of 
the two roads does not exclude other truths 
such as the way of the transgressor being 
hard, and the way of life being full of joy. 


Verse 15.—Beware of false prophets.; In- 
cluding all religious teachers of error, 
whether Pharisees, Judaizers who so hin- 
dered Paul (2 Cor. 11:13; Gal. 2:4), 
false prophets calling themselves Chris- 


tians who rose in the early Church and 
continue to this day (1 John 4:1; 2 Pet. 
2:1; Acts 20:30), or the future false 
prophets (Matt. 24:24). Come to you in 
sheep’s clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. They seek outwardly to 
appear as sheep, harmless and honest (Matt. 
6:1-5; 23:5-7; 2 Cor. 11: 13-15), while 
they are wolves “not sparing the flock” 
(Acts 20: 29, 30), and in their inward lives 
a contradiction of all they appear outwardly 
(Matt. 23:27, 28). 


Verses 16 to 20.—Ye shall know them by 
their fruits. The parable-simile of the tree 
known by its fruit sets forth the funda- 
mental truth of the Gospel that the heart 
must be made good to produce a good life. 
Here the application of the parable is to 
false teachers, and the reference is first of 
all to their teachings, regarded as an all- 
important, determinative part of their fruit. 
Compare the terrific denunciation of the 
Pharisees in Matthew 12: 31-37, where the 
same figure is used and the fruit spoken of 
is what their mouth speaks; out of the 
evil heart they bring forth evil words. So 
in Luke 6:45. Note two other striking 
facts: (1) false teachings are regarded in 
the New Testament as “evil deeds’; a 
prophet’s teachings are his “works” (2 
John 7-11; 2 Cor. 11:15); (2) false teach- 
ings always result in evil works, or bad 
fruit. Not that the tree is the teaching 
and the fruit the resulting works; the 
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tree represents the evil heart of the false 
prophet, and the fruit represents his teach- 
ings, which are inevitably linked with evil 
works. Satan’s doctrine always results. in 
evil living, just as Christ’s doctrine always 
results in holy living (Titus 1:10, 11, 16; 
2 Pet. 2:1-3). The false teacher himself 
may live a clean moral life, as Pelagius, a 
teacher who lived in Rome in the fifth cen- 
tury, but the result of his teaching in others 
will be evil works, and these are part of 
his fruit. 

Verse 21.—Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord. Including some of the 
false teachers (2 Cor. 11:13; Titus 1: 16), 
but also any professing Christian who does 
not say “Lord” in the Spirit, and live 
according to his profession (1 Cor. 12:3). 

Verse 22—Prophesied in thy name? ... 
cast out demons? ... done many wonder- 
ful works? Outward works and miracles 
done in Christ’s name may not be “fruit,” 
the expression of the heart. Judas evi- 
dently performed miracles. Balaam proph- 
esied. Preachers whose heart and life are 
wrong have been used to preach the Gos- 
pel resulting in the winning of souls. Men 
may outward!y appear righteous, and in- 
wardly be “full of hypocrisy and iniquity” 
(Matt. 13: 41; 23:27, 28; v. 23). 


Verse 23.—I never knew you. Knowl- 
edge that means salvation and fellowship 
(John 7:29; 10:14, 15, 27; Gal. 4:9; I 
Cor. 8:3; 2 Tim. 2: 19). 

Verse 24.—Therefore whosoever heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth them. 
“Therefore” refers to what goes immedi- 
ately before and also to the whole Sermon. 
Doing, and not hearing only, is the test 
of real righteousness (read Jas. 1: 22; Luke 
11:28; Rom. 2:13; 1 John 3:7). A wise 
man. Prudent, sagacious (Matt. 10: 16; 
24:45; 25:2). Built his house upon a rock. 
This parable, tremendous and solemn con- 
clusion to the Sermon, is great in its sim- 
plicity, directness, vividness, and grandeur. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Well might the people be astonished at 
the teaching of the Sermon on the Mount. 
With authority this Lord and Master pre- 
sented three uncompromising chgices that 
men must make. First, there is the choice 
between Christ’s standard of righteousness 
and all other standards. He is the true 
Prophet. All others are false prophets, 
except those who proclaim his teachings. 
Christ is the Truth, and his words are not 
secondhand words of the scribes, but direct 
expressions of the God of truth. Second, 
there is an uncompromising choice of Christ 
as the Way to this righteousness. The 
tree must be made good if the fruit is to 
be. good. These teachings are not given 
as a law which man is to keep as a mat- 
ter of works. They are the standard of 
instruction for those who have been born 
of the Spirit, whose hearts have been 
changed so that out of the good treasure 
of their heart they may bring forth good 
things. Third, there is the uncompromis- 
ing choice between eternal death and eternal 
life. There is no third way. Christ is the 
Life. All other ways lead to death. Every 
house built on other foundation will be 
destroyed.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


The Law and the Gospel in the Sermon. 
Christ showed the inner character of the 
law and thus raised its requirements to 
new heights; he set aside some of the tem- 
porary features of the Old Testament law 
(5:32); he presented new standards that 
went beyond the law as they knew it (5: 
39, 44). Thus the requirements of the 
Sermon would convict of sin more keenly 
than the law. But the Sermon was for 
disciples, those who had entered, or would 
enter, the Kingdom by being born of the 
Spirit, —the poor in spirit, repentant of 
their sin and made children of God. By 
grace they were to live out these principles. 

Temperance Applications. Warnings 
against strong drink are more needed now 
than ever. Intoxicating drink has always 
been one of the greatest outward tempta- 
tions that lure men into the broad way. 
With the return of legalized liquor in 
America, this gate is opened wider than 
ever and the way is broadened to admit 
multitudes who will be educated to think 
it almost a virtue to become drinkers: De- 
struction is at the end of the way. By its 
fruits all the world knows what the liquor 
traffic is. It has not changed, and will bear 
the same fruits. But we need care in the 
way we relate the spiritual truths of Christ 
to the social and political problems of the 
nation, lest we bring that which is holy 
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before people who have no understanding 
of spiritual things. He who would build 
his house on the rock will certainly include 
soberness as one of the foundation stones, 
and this will mean total abstinence, for 
the sake of others as well as for himself. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Make choice of the road that leads to 
life. There are two roads and only two, 
the road to life and the road to destruction. 
And Christ is the Way. We work the 
works of God by believing in him (John 
6: 28, 29). Yet we labor for eternal food 
(John 6:27), not meaning self-effort, but 
to give diligence to believe. So with “striv- 
ing” to enter the strait gate; we are to 
give it first place in our lives. 


Endure hardness as good soldiers. The 
road is a narrow road, with tribulation, 
persecution, weariness. But it is also a 
way of peace and pleasantness. 


Teach ethical standards. Our young 
people need not only the message of sal- 
vation by grace through faith, but they 
need instruction in all the ethical, »equire- 
ments of God’s law. 


Apply the Golden Rule to judging athers. 
Common stumbling-blocks in judging: criti- 
cizing unnecessarily, gossiping, emphasiz- 
ing the weak points of others rather than 
the good points, judging without knowing 
all the facts, judging without loving. It 
is the duty of Christians to judge righteous 
judgment (John 7:24; 1 Cor. 6: 2-5). 

Beware of false prophets. Among the 
fruits of false teaching are: wrong doc- 
trine, minimizing doctrine while exalting 
experience, schism, spiritual pride, sectari- 
anism, worldliness, minimizing the infal- 
lible Word. 


Promote personal prohibition of liquor. 
An American Christian can drink intoxi- 
cants now without breaking the law of the 
land, but more than ever he needs now to 
obey the law of love in holding to total 
abstinence for himself and urging it upon 
others, especially upon the young people.

As it came a 
little nearer, he saw it to be a wild hog. 
Another came in sight. He satisfied him- 
self it was a wild hog rooting under the 
leaves. Presently in another direction the 
leaves were rustled, and a third wild hog 
appeared. Being now used to them, he 
paid but little attention. The movements 
of the last animal, however, in which was 
a slight awkwardness, made him think pos- 
sibly an Indian might be approaching cov- 
ered in.a hog’s skin. If. it was an Indian, 
the safest thing was to shoot; if not, there 
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would be no harm. He raised his rifle and 
fired. With a bound and a yell, an Indian 
leaped to his feet and fell back dead. The 
man had saved his life and prevented the 
surprise of the garrison by his watchfulness, 
So the child of God must be ever on the 
alert against the approaches of the evil 
one.

A good tree cannot bring forth evil fruit, 
neither can a@ corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit (v. 18). Professor Kenneth Saunders 
of the Congregational seminary at Berke- 
ley, Cal., would have “thoughtful Buddhists 
and thoughtful Christians come together 
frequently, as they did at Honolulu, for 
conference, and find out the religious bases 
and the moral ideals which they hold in 
common. Why should the Christian 
Church,” he continues, “hesitate to help in 
training teachers for Buddhist Sunday- 
schools, and secretaries for the Young 
Men’s Buddhist Association? ... To help 
Buddhists to return to the historic Buddha 
is a task which Christian scholarship may 
well attempt.” He commends the common 
life of Buddhists, Taoists, and Christians 
in a Brotherhood of Religious Friends 
which is now going on in a Chinese temple. 
“Among such, the spirit of Christ may 
surely find free course and be glorified, and 
already in the great concepts oi Logos, 
Tao, and Dhara they are finding common 
ground, as also in the central doctrine of 
salvation by faith.”

WANT every one of you to think about 

something, and then in four letters tell 
me what you were thinking about. Who’s 
first? All right, John, spell out your 
thought. 

H-O-M-E. (Write it on board.) Fine! 
What do these four letters make? A word. 
What is a word? It is a group of letters 
so arranged that they express a thought. 

Did you know Christ said some terrible 
things about words? “By thy words thou 
shalt be justified, and by thy words thou 
shalt be condemned” (Matt. 12:37). This 
is a strange statement, because we know 
we are justified by faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and that the world is condemned 
because it believes not in him.

The Busy Men's Corner

Keeping “Strait.”—Enter ye in at the 
strait gate ... broad is the way that... 
leadeth to destruction (Matt. 7:13). This 
is a fine text for a temperance lesson. The 
fellow under the influence of liquor re- 
quires lots of room to do his falling around 
in—he takes up the whole sidewalk as 
he reels along. 

In the old Midway days, the village Rip 
Van Winkle was John McCormick, the 
butcher. When John got in his cups we 
boys would yell “Flitch,” because that name 
would make him try to chase us. John 
when “soused” was disappointed when we 
failed to yell “Flitch” at him. 

John had a fine wife, twice as big as 
himself, named Mary Ann. We used to 
go up Mt. Pleasant Street, where they 
lived, when John came home “full” to hear 
and see what Mary Ann had for him, She 
had plenty! 

Mary Ann would say to Widow Years- 
ley next door, and here is the point of 
the story, “If my John could only keep 
strait he would be the best man in the 
world.” It was verily so. John drunk 
and John sober were two different men. 
Everybody liked old John sober. He was 
that kind. 

There are a lot more of us like poor old 
drunken John. If we could keep strait 
(not referring to rum) we would be “the 
best in the world.” But alas, we wobble 
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a lot, like our first attempt with the bicycle. 
We often hurt our best friends by our fre- 
quent breakdowns, (Rom. 7: 18, 19; 1 Tim. 
1:15.) 

The other summer in coming down the 
St. Lawrence River, I was much _inter- 
ested in seeing the steamer get around the 
“strait” places in the rapids. The old In- 
dian (?) up there in the pilot house looked 
very good to me as he swung the boat be- 
tween the rocks and over the boiling waters. 
Maybe the big boat would come down all 
right by itself in the current, I have been 
told so, and that Indian was a part of 
the show, I don’t know. But I do know 
that in our life travel we must have the 
Pilot to guide. 

My chauffeur strikes the narrow (strait) 
garage door in the middle by keeping his 
eye on the light in the ceiling and steering 
by that. That is the way you will enter 
the strait gate to which the Lord Jesus 
refers. 


The Rum Orchard.—Ye shall know them 
by their fruits (v. 16). This is the quar- 
terly temperance lesson, but I am going 
to swing into something else, with your 
kind permission. I have just written a 
letter to a Judge to be handed to his son, 
who is in college. The American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Atheism (“A. 
A. A. A.”) is moving heaven and earth 
to get its poisonous propaganda into our 
educational institutions, public schools, 
prep schools, and colleges. I have called 
the attention of the Judge’s boy to the fact

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that, search as he may, he cannot find a 
single “good fruit” brought forth by an 
atheist. The fruits are bitter and puck- 
ery. 

Now let’s turn back to the “booze” ques- 
tion. The same condition holds true in 
the liquor business. In Coatesville, at any 
rate. Here in this town in the years gone 
by the fruits of the rum traffic have been 
the purple poke berries of death, the bitter 
apples of failure, and the hard shell hickory 
nuts of poverty. There are men toiling 
and sweating in small jobs in our steel 
mills whose fathers and grandfathers had 
been successful business men until old John 
Barleycorn knocked all the prosperity out 
of them. 

As I write this note our church is sup- 
plying food and fuel and clothing to a 
mother and her children the father of 
whom in his day had all the trade of the 
town and countryside in his line. He would 
have become rich if old John Barleycorn 
had stayed away, and this poor daugh- 
ter and her little brood would have 
plenty. You can match cases Where you 
live! 


Old Mr. Iniquity.—Depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity (v. 23). For many 
years, up until the Government established 
the “Quota,” we got our household help 
from Norway. And say they were not 
good! When one lot married off, a new 
lot was ready to come over. Usually friends 
or relatives. 

By the way, the girls from Norway and 
Sweden were glad to come to America, 
and some ladies in New York and myself 
tried to get Congress to arrange the law 
so that they could come in for the work 
in homes which capable American girls 
turned down for jobs in store and factory. 
But it did not go through, so thousands of 
families moved to apartment hotels because 
they could not secure good household help. 

The way we taught these Norwegian 
girls English was to have them come into 
our family worship after supper (dinner). 
We put a clear type Bible in their hands 
and had them read the Scripture along 
with us. I would read a verse, Mrs. Ridg- 
way the next pne, and then the girls would 
follow. When the girls would mispro- 
nounce a word I would correct them and 
explain. This word “iniquity” was too much 
for them in the pronunciation — and — say, 
what would you have told them the word 
‘Sniquity” means? * 

Let me say in passing it was surprising 
how quickly the girls got the English. It 
was the best English, too, as the King 
James Bible is famous for this. The girls 
write us from all parts of the world. 
They fall down on the spelling, like some 
of the rest of us, but I always think of 
old Harlan Boyd’s dictum, “It’s a blame 
poor speler what can’t spel a word moren 
one way.” 

But what would you have told our girls 
this “iniquity” meant which men and wo- 
men “work”? Note it is in the singular. 
This is a temperance lesson. I could have 
told our girls that the liquor business, the 
selling and drinking and the end, covered 
most if not all the badness and wickedness 
in the world from assault to murder. In 
the old saloon days the trail of Mr. Iniquity 
was tears and blood. In these present days 
the trail is bullets and gangsters, as gun 
men play the game of “dog eat dog.”

Discussion: Frankly, what does a fellow 


need to be warned about in these momen- 
tous times? 


Objective: Hearing and doing. 


AY, fellows, sometimes the best things 

come to us in sober costume — maybe 
unstylish and without color. Warnings 
are not pleasant. They have a way of 
making us uncomfortable, and we would 
rather look upon them as_ unnecessary. 
However, they are necessary when unseen 
dangers are near, and today we are turn- 
ing our eyes and ears to the warning sig- 
nals being flashed to us by no less a per- 
son than the Lord Jesus Christ. They 
are found in that part of the Sermon on 
the Mount recorded in the seventh chapter 
of Matthew, verses 12 to 27. 

Hang your study on these words and 
find them in the text: A rule, a gate, a 
prophet, a tree, a fruit, a fire, an exclama- 
tion, a man, a rock, a house, a storm. 

These might be truly called storm warn- 
ings, because they head up into a storm 
— and every life journey runs into its storm 
sooner or later. 
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Now when a ship is cruising along in 
a favoring breeze, with not a cloud in the 
sky, and just enough white caps to make 
it peppy, storm signals seem unfriendly ; 
but when the sky thickens up and the light- 
ning begins to flash, we realize how kind 
those warnings were. 

Look at the “words” again, fellows, and 
see how kind they are—how much they 
mean for your security, your peace, and 
your happiness. Is your house built upon 
a rock? How can you know that it is? 
Well, this way: if you are hearing those 
gracious words of the great Master, and 
by his help doing what he tells you to do 
— your house will stand! And that means 
everything that is worth while,

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Tne Laws of the Kingdom 

1. How to keep the Golden Rule. 

2AS K. 

3. Have you entered in at the Door? 


OW happy we should all be if we 
faithfully kept the Rules the Lord 
Jesus taught his disciples, and which Mat- 
thew wrote down for us, for we are dis- 
ciples, too, are we not! We are going to 
learn one now which we shall call the 
Golden Rule, because if we obey it, we 
shall want to keep all the others, too. 
Have the children compare the Memory 
Verse (Luke 6:31) with verse 12 of our 
lesson (Matt. 7: 1-12), and also with what 
James calls “the Royal Law” in James 2: 8. 
We do not like people to be unkind to 
us, or to say unkind things about us, do 
we? Then we should never be unkind to 
others, or say unkind things about them — 
even when they are not there to hear! (The 
teacher should enlarge this point, making 
it as practical as possible. We want to 
impress upon the little ones that Christ’s 
teaching applies to their ordinary, every- 
day life and habits.) 

A little girl who went to be with the 
Lord Jesus while she was quite young had 
these words written on her tombstone: 
“She made it easier for others to be good.” 
That little girl had evidently obeyed the 
Golden Rule! Bring out the thought that 
the Golden Rule is kept by enthroning the 
Lord Jesus in our hearts. 

Lay special emphasis on verses 7 and 8. 
No child is too young to pray, but asking 
must be followed by seeking. If, for ex- 
ample, a child prays, “Lord, please make 
me good,” the prayer must be followed by 
diligent seeking to be good, and in seeking, 
difficulties will be met with. Then let 
there be knocking, and in response to the 
patient knocking of faith, the door will be 
opened and the difficulties overcome; for 
every one who asketh receiveth; every one 
who truly seeks finds; every door is opened 
to the true knocking of faith, 

The Rules the Lord Jesus has been teach- 
ing us can only be kept by those who have 
become subjects of his Kingdom, the King- 
dom which “is not of this world.” There 
is only one entrance into his Kingdom, and 
that is through the Door. Where is the 
Door? “I am the door: by me if any man 
{and that. means boy or girl, too!] enter 
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in, he shall be saved” (John 10:9) says 


‘the Lord Jesus. How can we enter in? By 


A sking him to forgive us our sins, 

S eeking to live for him every moment, 

K nocking by prayer and faith as we 
meet each difficulty.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


VI. The King’s Tests and Warnings to 
those who would be of his Kingdom: 
(1) Judging; (2) valuing holy things; (3) 
the Golden Rule; (4) the way of life; (5) 
“good fruit”; (6) “the house upon the 
rock.” . 











UPPOSE you begin this class period 
by listing the six “Tests and Warnings 
Given by the King,” as Matthew has col- 
lected them from the King’s own lips, as 
recorded in his seventh chapter. After the 
briefest consideration of the meaning of 
each, let your girls select the three of the 
six they want most to discuss with you, 
their teacher of the Holy Word —a full dis- 
cussion of each will not be possible in any 
usual length class period. 
By way of stimulation consider these 
points under each: 


(1) Surely our Lord means here (Matt. 
7:1-5) that faultfinding among Christians 
is likely to lead to gross blunders — forget- 
ful of one’s own big faults even while pro- 
claiming the lesser ones in another. ._Do 
your girls need this warning? 


(2) A proper and reverent use of holy 
things, a sense of their fitness for certain 
times, their likely abuse at others — is this 
his teaching in. Matthew 7:6? Again, do 
not young girls especially need to learn a 
greater reverence for holy things — words, 
sacraments, services, places, the Book, the 
Name? 


(3) This old “golden rule” that has 
never yet been lived up to, save by the 
rare Christians of each age, would solve 
all our social and economic problems, in- 
cluding this horrible drink curse, if even 
only Christ’s followers obeyed it always. 
Suppose you win your girls to give it an 
honest trial, in the strength of the King 
whose “royal law” (Jas. 2:8) it is. Do 
you or they know even one Christian for 
whom this law is the secret of a happy 
and much-loved life? Illustrate it, if you 
can, from life. 


(4) That “strait way” and “narrow 
gate” that alone lead to life sound so hard, 
until your girls hear the King himself say- 
ing, “I am the way,” “I am the door’ — 
nor is there any other that leads to life 
eternal. Is he hard and narrow? He who 
said also “I am the life” itself, and who 
came to bring us abundant life? (John 
14:6; 10: I-10.) 

(5) Did not the King make the test of 
true teaching the doing of the will of the 
Father — the whole will, in word and deed, 
in teaching and in life? Herein is the “good 
fruit” he is looking for, and no “mighty 
works” outside that perfect will does he 
recognize as such. 


(6) Are your girls building the houses 
of their lives on this rock—the doing of 
God’s revealed will which we learn through 
“these words” of his Son? Or are they 
resting with false security upon their own 
wisdom and way?

of his derailing switches to prevent the 
wreck of all humanity. The Bible is full 
of instances that show this. When two 
sons of Aaron disobeyed God in the method 
of conducting certain ceremonies of wor- 
ship, and thus would have set an example 
of disobedience before the whole nation, 
God destroyed them (Lev. 10). In the 
early church, when Ananias and Sapphira 
would have led new believers in a way of 
deception and lying, God took their lives. 
The teaching of God’s Word, as well 
as its historical record, testifies to the fact 
that God does punish wrongdoing. It tells 
us not only that God is a God of love, 
but that he is also holy and righteous. 


However, when we come to the ques- 
tion of God’s justice in permitting anyone 
to escape punishment for wrongdoing, we 
must not overlook the fact that God does 
forgive sin and remit the penalty. Were 
this not true, every one of us would be 
headed for eternal punishment, for all have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God, and the wages of sin is death (Rom. 
3:23; 6:29). 

God’s justice and righteousness made 
it necessary for him to deal with sin in 
the human race. But he found a way in 
which to execute judgment, and at the 
same time forgive and spare the sinner. 
It was in the fulfillment of this plan that 
the Lord Jesus died upon the cross for 
the sins of the world. The blow that 
should have fallen upon us because of our 
sin fell upon his own Son. 

Because Christ was the Son of God he 
could bear the sin of the world when it 
was laid upon him on Calvary. He be- 
came our substitute, and since the punish-

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ment of our sins has been administered 
to and received by him, there can be no 
further punishment from God for those 
who accept this great sacrifice of the Lord 
Jesus Christ in their behalf. 


On the other hand, there are certain 
consequences of former sin or even later 
sin in the life of a saved child of God 
which may continue after that one accepts 
Christ as Saviour. For instance, if a man 
has lost a hand or a foot through anger 
or drunkenness, he can be entirely for- 
given of that sin of anger or drunkenness 
and yet God does not restore the hand 
or foot, in this life. The acceptance of 
Christ as Saviour does not guarantee that 
all such physical ailments will be removed.

Good News from the Scene 
of the “Sacrifice Murder“ 


NE of the most remarkable stories 

that the Times has had the privilege 
of publishing recently was the account, 
concluded in last week’s issue, of the 
“Human Sacrifice’? murder in Kentucky, 
and the founding of a Sunday-school near 
the scene of the tragedy.
